Horrible Scenes Are Witnessed in 
Recovering the Bodies of the 
Dead—Hundreds of Houses 
Demolished. 


Kirksville, Mo., April 29.—As a result

/ evening, demolishing half of the resi- 
dences and other buildings, more than | 


30 dead bodies and 70 injured persons 
have been recovered from the ruins. 
More than a dozen of the injured will 
die. Although rescuers have been 
searching the ruins ever since the storm 
spent its fury, many are still missing 
and it- is thought that a considerable 
numbar of the unfortunates were con- 
sumed in the flames that broke out soon 
after the storm ceased. The work of 
rescue continues, but it may be days 
before the total number of victimis is 
known.

Damage Estimated at $200,000, 


The tornado struck the city Thurs- 
day evening (and most of the residents 
were at supper at the time), cutting a 
clean path one mile long, and 600 feet 
wide through the residence section and 
leaving death and destruction ih its 
wake. Buildings were demolished or 
twisted apart and scattered to the four 
winds. A conservative estimate places 
the aggregate amount of damage at 
$200,000, the individual losses ranging 
from $100, to $8,000. 

Among the first of the buildings 
wrecked was the elegant $10,000 resi- 
dence of Mrs. Mary Hensley, in the 
southeastern part of the city. Not a 
vestige of it is left. The Catholic 
church, a fine brick structure in the 
northeastern part was unroofed and 
otherwise damaged. The dwelling of 
Judge Andrew Ellison in the same lo- 
eality was stripped of its second story. 
He and his family and John Doneghy 
took refuge in the cellar and were 
saved. The residence of H. Lowel, just 
outside of town, was twisted into a 
heap of ruins and three of his children 
buried in the debris and killed. Other 
large residences were lifted from their 
foundations and literally torn into 
kindling wood. > 

The Work of Rescue. i 

For a time the people in that portion 
of the town not touched by the storm 
were panic-stricken, but as soon as 
they recovered their wits they immedi- 
ately went to the aid of their unfor- 
tunate townsmen. Calls for help were 
sent to surrounding towns and were 
quickly responded to. The wounded 
were carried to the homes of hospitable 
neighbors and given immediate atten- 
tion. Twenty-five doctors from Mo- 
berly, Macon and other points along the 
line of the Wabash railroad eame to 
Kirksville Thursday night in response 
to urgent calls for medical assistance. 
The visiting doctors cooperated with 
the local physicians and the work of 


caring for the wounded was expedited. 


Sad Scenes, 
Kirksville streets have been hub- 


.deep in mud ever since the first spring 


shower, and the rain that followed the 
tornado has made them impassable for 
wagons. This state of affairs hinders 
the work of gathering the dead, and 


‘makes the compilation of a complete 


list of victims impossible for the time 
being. All business has been sus- 
pended, and the only stores open for 
business are those dealing in drugs. 
The. scenes that met the gaze of the 
rescuers were horrifying. An aged 
man and his wife had evidently been 
eating their evening meal when the 


cyclone struck and carired their home 


away. They had clasped each other in 
their arms, and were found dead on the 
ground some distance away from where 
their home had been.

Here 
searcely anyone escaped death or in- 
jury. The walls of buildings fell with 
a crash that sounded above the roar of 


the storm, burying people in the ruins. 


Frame buildings were twisted and 
lifted from their foundations; others 


-were utterly demolished, pieces of them 


being carried for miles. Others shifted 
in their positions, apparently unhurt; 
one was turned squarely around, while 
another was turned upside down.

“Philadelphia, April 28.—To Otis, Manila: 
Your message announcing the achieve- 
ments of MacArthur’s division and the pro- 
posal by the insurgents of suspension of 
hostilities most gratifying. Convey to offi- 
cers and men heartfelt congratulations and 
gratitude for their signal gallantry and tri- 
umph. WILLIAM M’KINLEY.” 


PEACE EFFORTS FAIL. 


Gen. Otis Refuses to Recognize the 
Filipino Government. 
Manila, April 29.—The Filipino ad- 

vances for peace have been fruitless. 

Col. Manuel Argueleses and Lieut. Jose 

Bernal, who came into Gen. MacAr- 

thur’s lines under a flag of truce, told 

Gen. Otis that they were representatives 

of Gen. Luna, who had been requested 

by Aguinaldo to ask Gen. Otis for a 


| cessation of hostilities in order to al- 


low time for the summoning of the 
Filipino congress, which body would 
decide whether the ‘people wanted 
peace. . 

Gen. Otis replied that he did not 
recognize the existence of a Filipino 
government. 

There will be another conference 
soon. The Filipino officers walked 
down. the railroad track to the Kansas 
regiment’s outpost at nine o’clock Fri- 
day morning. The Kansas captain in 
command there escorted them to Gen. 
Wheaton’s headquarters, where they 
were provided with horses and sent to 
the headquarters of Gen. MacArthur. 
The latter invited the Filipinos to sit 
down to lunch with him, and conversed- 
with them for some time. He refused, 
however, to speak authoritatively on 
the subject of their errand, referring 
all inquiries to Gen. Otis. 


Eseorted to Otis. 


The Filipinos were then escorted. by 
Maj. Malloney, of Gen. MacArthur’s 
staff, to Manila, reaching this place 
at three o’clock p.m. Gen. Otis’ aide, 
Lieut. Sladen, was awaiting their ar- 
rival at the depot with a-carriage, in 
which they were driven to the palace 
entrance. The Filipino officers attract- 
ed much attention. They were dressed 


in uniforms of checked blue and white 


cloth and wore straw hats. They cat- 
ried no side arms. They were escorted 
directly—to the office of Gen. Otis. 
Jacob G. Schurman, president of the 
Philippine commission, and Hon. 
Charles Denby, a member of the com- 
mission, soon joined the party there. 
The news of the arrival of the Fili- 
pino officers under a flag of truce

Gen. Corbin said that every volunteer 
who participated in the fighting in the 
Philippines since .peace was declared 
should have a medal of honor. By the 
terms of their enlistments they were 
entitled to withdraw from the service, 
but they had remained voluntarily, per- 
forming more than was required of 
them, which was more than the or- 
dinary duty of a soldier. 

Further Negotiations Probable. 

It is expected that to-day there will 
be further negotiations with the insur- 
gent representatives. While the hope 
is expressed that our commission, will 


not hold out terms so severe as to lead” 


to a renewal of the fighting or the with- 
drawal of the insurgents to another 
stronghold further north, it is realized 
that Otis must exercise care to make 
sure that they do not in bad faith take 
advantage of the opportunity afforded 
by a suspension of hostilities to secure 
whatever of benefit to themselves may 
come from the rapidly-approaching 
rainy season.. Campaigning on the part 
of the Americans will be almost impos- 
sible at that time. However, it is be- 
lieved that Aguinaldo is now really in 
earnest and that his sole effort is to 
shift responsibility for the surrender 
to the Filipino congress. 

Adjt. Gen. Corbin says the Filipino 
peace overtures will not bring about 
any change of plan in this country as 
to forwarding ships, supplies and 
troops to the Philippines. Transports 
are about to sail from San Fréncisco 
and a considerable number of troops 
are under orders to proceed to Manila. 

It is said at the navy department 
that the developments of the day make 
it improbable that the Iowa will be 
sent to Manila, according to the orig- 
inal programme. In view of the state 
of affairs in China, however, the Amer- 
ican fleet on the Asiatic station will be 
kept at a high standard.

Damage Estimated at $200,000, 


The tornado struck the city Thurs- 
day evening (and most of the residents 
were at supper at the time), cutting a 
cleam path one mile long, and 600 feet 
wide through the residence section and 
leaving death and destruction in its 
wake. Buildings were demolished or 
twisted apart and scattered to the four 
winds. A conservative estimate places 
the aggregate amount of damage at 
$200,000, the individual losses ranging 
from $100, to $8,000. 

Among the first of the buildings 
wrecked was the elegant $10,000 resi- 
dence of Mrs. Mary Hensley, in the 
southeastern part of the city. Nota 
vestige of it is left. The Catholic 
church, a fine brick structure in the 
northeastern part was unroofed and 
otherwise damaged. The dwelling of 
Judge Andrew Ellison in the same lo- 
eality was stripped of its second story. 
He and his family and John Doneghy 
teok refuge in the cellar and were 
saved. The residence of H. Lowel, just 
outside of town, was twisted into a 
heap of ruins and three of his children 
buried in the debris and killed. Other 
large residences were lifted from their 
foundations and literally torn into 
kindling wood. 

The Work of Rescue. 

For a time the people in that portion 
of the town not touched by the storm 
were panic-stricken, but as soon as 
they recovered their wits they immedi- 
ately went to the aid of their unfor- 
tunate townsmen. Calls for help were 
sent to surrounding towns and were 
quickly responded to. The wounded 
were carried to the homes of hospitable 
neighbors and given immediate atten- 
tion. Twenty-five doctors from Mo- 
berly, Macon and other points along the 
line of the Wabash railroad came to 
Kirksville Thursday night in response 
to urgent calls for medical assistance. 
The visiting doctors cooperated with 
the local physicians and the work of 


Sad Scenes. 
Kirksville streets have been hub- 


shower, and the rain that followed the 
tornado has made them impassable for 
wagons. This state of affairs hinders 
the work of gathering the dead, and 


list of victims impossible for the time 
being. All business has been sus- 
pended, and the only stores open for 
business are those dealing in drugs. 
The. scenes that met the gaze of the 
rescuers were horrifying.

A Thousand Homeless Persons.

There are at least 1,000 homeless per- 
sons in Kirksville. 

Mayor Noonan, assisted by a number 
of citizens, opened an intelligence 
bureau at noon. Messengers were sent 
through the stricken district’ in search 
of persons who were known to have re- 
sided in the* section of the town. Every 
citizen made it his duty to report at the 
bureau of information all cases of 
death, injury, and of persons missing. 
In this way some little degree of order 
was brought out of chaos. By two 
o'clock it was said at headquarters 
that the injured so far numbered 74, 
with about a dozen cases which are sure 
to result fatally. The list is not com- 
plete, however. 


AT NEWTOWN. 


Great Distress in the Missouri Town— 
At Least Fifteen Killed. 

Chillicothe, Mo., April 29.—Scenes of 

utter distress and desolation were pic- 


burg of Newtown, 40 miles north, on the 
St. Paul railway. A day of ceaseless 
search among the ruins and work for 
the injured and suffering followed a 
night of gloom and despair. Fifty fami- 
lies are homeless. There are about 15 
dead and over 30 injured, while half of 
the place is in ruins. 
casualties will not be known for several 
days. 

The known dead are: S. Desper, wife 
and three children; Laban Evans and 
two daughters; William Hays, wife and 
two children. 

The storm struck Newton at 6:15 in 
the evening, coming from the south- 
west. It came without warning and 
few were able to take advantage of 
their storm cellars. Striking the east- 
ern end of town it cut a clean swath 500 
to 600 feet wide through the best por- 
tion of the place, sweeping everything. 
before it. Over 30 houses were torn to 
splinters. 

On one street alone a row of ten 
houses was entirely demolished. Here 
searcely anyone escaped death or in- 
jury. The walls of buildings fell with 
a crash that sounded above the roar of 
the storm, burying people in the ruins. 
Frame buildings were twisted and 
lifted from their foundations; others 


being carried for miles. Others shifted 
in their positions, apparently unhurt; 
one was turned squarely around, while 
another was turned upside down. 

Samuel Desper, at the appearance of 
the black cloud, started-with his family 
for a neighboring cellar, but his house 
was blown down over them just as he 
reached the front door.. His two daugh- 
ters were caught with him by the tim- 
bers and killed instantly. His wife was 
seriously injured, though still alive. 

Mrs. William Hays was killed while 
running up the street in search of shel- 
ter. The mutilated trunk, with the 
head missing, was found in the street 
later.. Mrs. Hays’ husband and two 
children met death within a few feet of 
each other. 

The storm lasted five minutes. When 
it had ended the sun came out for a few 
minutes and shone brightly over a 
scene of ruin. Womenand children ran 
shrieking through the streets, while 
men busied themselves attempting to 
restore order. A thunderstorm fol- 
lowed, and darkness gathered quickly. 
The night proved a most dismal one. 
Numbers of citizens plied the ruins in- 


cessantly, answering the cries of the in-, 


jured from this place and that, carrying. 
the dead to the depot and the wounded 
to places of safety. Houses of the 
survivors were thrown open to the un- 
fortunates, and all possible was done to 


allay the suffering. Chillicothe sent a 


squad of physicians, who materially 
aided the Newtown rescuers. When 
morning broke on the scene the search 
was begun with yenewed activity, and 
was kept up all day. Considerable con- 
sternation prevailed, and nightfall 
found the searchers still at work with 
no knowledge of the actual number of

Neither Mr. Judson or any: of his 
political friends are now connected with 
the conduct of the court room or the 
impanelling of juries, and as against the 
editor of a leading journal, I cannot dis- 
cover his vantage ground. 
If there is any soiled linen to be 
washed, let it be done with the waters 
of our own county. 
I do not think that residents of this 
county should be sent elsewhere to set- 
tle their legal controversies unless it is 
apparent that justice cannot be secured 
at home. 
To grant these motions, at least upon 
the present showing, would, in my opin- 
ion, be a rebuke anid a reproar to tne 
high quality of our citizenship. 
I think the motions should be denied

Neil L. Goodrich, of Allegan, was given 
honorable mention for his oration, “Our 
Disposition- of the Philippines.’’ The 
first prize consisted of $25 in gold and 
the second $15. 

Principal Smith, of the Ludington 
high school, acted as chairman, and at 
8:15 announced ‘the first number on the 
program, a piano solo by Miss Helen 
Cowell. The first of the Speakers was 
Robert Mackenzie, of Ludington, with 
his oration) on ‘The Anglo-Saxon 
Against the World.’ Mr. Mackenzie 


.made a strong plea for alliance, offen- 


sive and defensive,- between England 
and the United States, taking as the 
basis of his argument that the develop- 
ment of the world’s races tends to force 
the ‘Anglo-Saxons together for mutual 
protection. England and the United 
States, he said, are destined for each 
other, and answer ‘to this call means a 
glorious future. Mr. Maick2nzie made 
a strong point with his delivery, which 
was forceful and natural. 

Miss Lee, of Mason, appeared second 
with the prize winning discussion of 
“Social Settlements.” Miss Lee gave 
a very vivid description of ‘the evils 
and miseries of slum life and made an 
appeal for practical efforts looking to- 
wards relieving this suffering.

President Hoke Smith 
read an Associated Press dispatch from 
Manila announcing that the Filipinos 
had made overtures for peace.
